faithfully. 
If some termination tc 
the service of the chief magistrate 
be not fixed by the constitution, or 
supplied 
by 
practice,

nominally for four years, will, in 
fact, become for life, and history 
shows how* easily that degenerates 
into an Inheritance.”

term talk is toward crystallization 
of persons into one of two loose 
groups: A draft-the-president group 
and a stop-the-president group.

“ SAFE^' DRIVERS CAUSE ACCIDENTS 


Ninety per cent of traffic accidents are 
caused by experienced, supposedly sale 
drivers, not by the inexperienced motor­ 
ists, said Ralph Lee safety expert, at the 
recent W estern Safety Conference. 
He 
cited a California survey which showed 
that 75 per cent of traffic fatalities in 
that 
state 
were 
chargeable 
to drivers 
with an average of eight years exper­ 
ience, who had never had a previous acci­ 


dent. 


Fin ally, he said, before accidents can 
be prevented, the popular belief that the 
great bulk of them are caused by a rela­ 
tively few congenitally reckless or incom­ 
petent j)crsons, must be corrected.
